. FURNACKS, 

The following statement is made by the 
New York Commercial Chronicle, a nows- 
paper not given to sendationa! announce- 
mentsi--''The exhibition made by Mr 
Salisbury, on the 19th of October inst, at 
the Brooklyn Navy Yard promis 5 to com- 
pletely revolutionize the iron, stes!, and 
glass trades.
